Next  Regional  Meet  to  be  Held 
at  Oregon  State  U.,  Girls 
Decide 


97  Women  Attend  Convention- 
Dr.  Downy’s  Speech  Is 
Feature 


’’Brigham  Young  University  was 
complimented  highly  on  its  tradition 
of  ‘no  smoking  on  the  campus’,”  re- 
ports Miss  Elaine  Paxman,  local  rep- 
resentative of  the  A.  W.  S.  who  re- 
turned Sunday  night  from  the  regional 
meet  of  that  body  held  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Wyoming  at  Laramie. 

"The  concensus  of  opinion  from  a 
number  of  schools  was  that  girls  be 
allowed  to  smoke  on  the  campus,”  said 
Miss  Paxman,  "and  to  leave  it  to  the 
intelligence  of  the  girls  as  to  what 
extent  this  would  be  practiced.” 

The  theme  of  the  convention,  which 
was  held  from  April  16  to  the  20,  was 
"College  Training  for  After  College 
Days.”  The  theme  was  brought  out 
in  the  numerous  round  table  discus- 
sions and  by  speeches  to  the  assembl- 
ed women.  Of  the  joint  sessions  Dr. 
June  Downy's  speech  on  "Psyclones” 
was  the  feature.  There  were  seventy- 
five  girl  delegates,  and  twenty-two 
deans  present  at  the  convention. 

Discuss  Scholarship 
One  of  the  most  important  round- 
table discussions  was  the  one  on 
scholarship  which  was  led  by  the 
delegate  from  Pomona  College.  The 
girls  were  unanimous  in  the  opinion 
that  scholarship  didn’t  mean  merely 
grades,  but  all  college  activities  that 
would  contribute  to  after  college  days. 
One  of  the  more  important  subjects 
that  went  under  the  hammer  were 
“Social  and  Moral  Problems,”  "Big 
Sitter  Organizations"  and  “Civic  Ac- 
tivities During  College.” 

The  feature  student  paper  that  was 
presented  was  given  by  Miss  Lynn 
Jack  Roundtree  of  the  University  of 
California,  who  presented  the  subject 
"The  Relation  of  the  A.  W.  S.  to  the 
N.  S.  F.  A.” 

A formal  dinner  dance  and  lunch- 
eons at  noon  and  in  the  evening  were 
given  to  the  visiting  delegates  by  the 
host  school,  Wyoming  university. 
Miss  Myrtle  Yoder  of  that  school  was 
the  chairman  af  the  entire  affair.  Com- 
menting on  the  convention  Miss  Pax- 
man says.  "A  more  perfectly  conduct- 
ed convention  was  never  given.” 

The  next  regional  convention  for 
the  western  schools  will  be  held  at 
Oregon  State  University  in  1932,  ft 
was  decided.  In  1931  the  national 
convention  is  to  be  held  at  Ann 
Arbor  college,  Ann  Arbor,  Michegan.

The  unique  tradition  existing  at  the  Young  University  which 
not  only  forbids  smoking  on  tlie  campus  but  frowns  upon  the  smok- 
ing of  students  on  or  off  the  campus,  is  seen  to  be  an  ideal,  which 
even  though  it  is  not  followed  in  many  other  schools  at  least  is 
cherished  as  being  an  ideal  of  worth. 

In  the  recent  regional  convention  of  the  A.  W.  S.  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  W’yoming,  the  delegates  from  other  schools,  though 
frankly  surprised  that  there  existed  such  a tradition,  expressed 
themselves  to  the  effect  that  it  is  the  ideal  condition.  The  opinion 
among  schools  that  allowed  smoking  on  the  campus  was  that  the 
smoking  of  girls  on  the  campus  be  permitted,  leaving  it  up  to  the 
individual  ideals  of  each  girl  to  regulate  the  practice.  It  was  held 
that  only  a minority  of  the  girls  smoked. 

Such  expressions,  coming  as  they  do  from  school  representa- 
tives where  smoking  is  allowed,  many  of  whom  use  tobacco  them- 
selves, is  indeed  gratifying  to  those  who  are  initiators  and  sponsors 
of  the  tradition  at  this  institution. 

We  do  not  intend  to  create  the  impression  that  there  is  no 
smoking  among  students  here:  on  the  contrary,  the  problem  though 
comparitively  small,  is  one  that  the  administration  must  constantly 
consider.  On  a comparative  basis,  however,  the  tradition  of  “no 
smoking”  at  Young  U.  is  considered  by  many  schools  in  theory  at 
least  to  be  the  ideal  tradition  in  respect  to  the  practice  of  using 
tobacco.

the  brutalities  which  have  given  col- 
lege fraternities  a black  eye  in  the 
view  of  the  public,”  said  the  dean  of 
men  in  explaining  the  board’s  action." 

At  the  University  of  Minnesota,  the 
"Purdue  Exponent”  quotes  the  univer- 
sity: 

“Seven  students  returned  their 
pledge  pins  to  a fraternity  which  pad- 
died  them  too  hard.  ..One  repented 
and  was  persuaded  to  accept  his  pin 
again  but  the  remaining  six  carry  on 
with  the  theme  songs  of  ‘Pledge  ’em 
and  Leave  ’em,  and  ‘Seven  former 
pledges  aH  in  a fix,  one  took  his  pin 
back,  and  now  there  are  six.l" 

At  Trinity  College,  an  account  of  a 
vote  tacn  on  the  question  of  hazing  is 
recorded  in  the  Times: 

“Hazing  should  be  an  attempt  to  aid 
the  freshman  to  readjust  herself  to 
college  life  and  to  bring  home  to  her 
the  realization  that  she  knows  nothing 
of  this  new  life,  and  it  must  produce 
in  her  a willingness  to  learn  and  adapt 
herself  to  it.” 

The  University  of  Washington 
Daily  is  quoted  in  the  Occidental,  pub- 
lication of  Occidental  College,  Los 
Angeles,  California: 

“ ‘Hell  Week’,  long  a matter  for 
debate  in  Greek  Letter  societies,  is 
certainly  headed  toward,  and  will  ere 
long  occupy,  a place  in  that  part  of 
the  beyond  designated  by  its  own 
cognomen.  Its  tenure  as  an  institu- 
tion in  good  standing  among  frater- 
nities is  limited.’’ 

“It  cannot  fail  to  pass  as  more  and 
more  men  come  to  realize  that  the 
customs  connected  with  ‘Hell  Week’ 
are  based  on  the  same  human  charac- 
teristics that  led  Rome  to  enjoy  the 
Arena.” 

“Too,  it  cannot  but  appear  as  an 
expression  of  admission  of  inability  to 
govern  by  superiority  alone.  What 
purpose  does  paddling  or  hazing  a<r- 
complish  in  the  training  of  freshmen 
that  a method  other  than  physical 
could  not?  And  it  certainly  adds 
nothing  to  the  bonds  of -the  fraternal 
circle.”

Athletic  Association. 

The  girls  to  receive  the  awards  arc 
Miss  Buyrle  Hibbert.  senior,  Misi 
Lillie  Skousen,  Miss  LaPreal  Brynet, 
and  Miss  Lucille  Thorne,  all  sopho- 
mores. It  is  the  first  year  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Y.  W.  A.  A.  that  so  many- 
under  class  women  have  won  the  a- 
wards,  and  only  the  second  time  that 
any  girl  under  the  junior  class  has 
won  the  sweater. 

The  sweaters  are  given  on  a point 
system,  a candidate  being  required  to 
have  at  least  KKX)  before  being  consi- 
dered. Points  are  given  girls  for  partf- 
cipation  in  any  form  of  athletics,  men.- 
bership  on  basketball,  baseball,  track, 
hockey,  or  tennis  teams,  athletic 
manager  of  any  club,  captain  of  any 
team,  and  officiating  in  athletic  events, 
alt  counting  toward  the  winning  of 
the  W.  A.  A.  sweater. 

To  have  a total  of  1000  points  or 
more  requires  participation  in  all 
sports  over  a period  of  two  years,  ft 
being  impossible  for  a freshmen  to  whi 
a letter.  After  winning  a letter  once 
a girl  must  start  all  over  again  to  ac- 
cumulate points  for  a second  sweater, 
only  one  instance  of  the  award  of 
such  a sweater  with  two  stripes  being 
on  record.  That  record  was  estab- 
lished last  year  when  Miss  Bcsstc 
Iverson,  now  Mrs.  Meiling.  acting 
head  of  the  department  of  physical 
education  for  women,  was  given  a 
second  W.  A.  A.  sweater.  She  was, 
incidentally,  the  first  sophomore  girl 
to  win  the  official  award.
